DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of the claim for benefit of Title 35, United States Code, Section 
1 19(e) of the United States provisional application 60/51 1673. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on 04/17/2006 and 05/22/2007 
are in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, each IDS has been 
considered by the examiner. 

Specification 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
With respect to claim 1, though the prior art discloses a catadioptric projection objective for 
projecting a pattern arranged in the object plane of the projection objective into the image plane 
of the projection objective, comprising: a first objective part projecting an object field lying in 
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the object plane into a first real intermediate image; a second objective part generating a second 
real intermediate image with the radiation from the first objective part; and a third objective part 
generating a third real intermediate image with the radiation from the second objective part, the 
prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the aforementioned combination further comprising a 
fourth objective part projecting the third real intermediate image into the image plane. 

With respect to claims 2-14, these claims depend on claim 1 and are allowable at least for 
the reasons stated supra.
